It 
appears to be an attempt at an elastic 
formula within the four corners of which 
the contending parties can be at least 
temporarily reconciled. 

The cleavage of opinion in Germany on 
| the subject is, as we have said, somewhat 
complicated. The Socialist and other 
parties constituting the majority which 
passed the Reichstag’s famous “peace 
resolution” are, of course, avowedly in 
favour of the complete restoration of Bel- 
gium. Diametrically opposed to them are 
Admiral Tirpitz and the other 
founders of the new German Fatherland 
Party, who declare the war lost unless 
Germany's hold on Belgium is firmly re- 
tained. We must not assume, however, 
that there is a clean-cut division between 
the peace party and the war party. Ad- 
miral von Tirpitz and his followers, and 
the Westphalian commercial interests to 
whom they have allied themselves, do not 
constitute the whole, or ever the most 
important element, of the war party. The 
dominating elements in that party are the 
supreme military command and the 
Prussian Junkers. Their interests lie in 
the east rather than in the west. Marshal 
von Hindenburg, himself an East 
Prussian, has always been an ‘‘ easterner,’’ 
and it is possible that he may favour at 
least a partial, and an early, evacuation 
of Belgium—with no pacific intention, but 
the reverse. While an evacuation of the 
larger part of: Belgium and a promise to 
evacuate the rest on the conclusion of 
peace. would be calculated to assist Ger 
many's peace propaganda, it would have 
the solid military advantage not only of 
shortening and strengthening the German 
front in the west, but also of providing 
Marshal von Hindenburg with a reserve 
of men for offensive use—against Russia 
or in the Orient, whither General von 
Falkenhayn has lately betaken himself. 
The extreme obstinacy with which the 
enemy are defending the covering heights 
above the plain of Belgium is strongly 
suggestive of impending retirement, which 
would be very difficult, if not impossible, 
were these heights lost. “ Military neces- 
sity brought the Germans into Belgium, 
and it is not improbable that before very 
long a combination of military and poli 
tical necessities may take them out again.

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Germany and Belgium. 


An Amsterdam telegram yesterday sug- 
gested that the Imperial German Chan- 
cellor was to announce in, a speech in the 
Reichstag Gormany's “ minimum terms of 
peace.” It is now clear, however, that 
the Chancellor’s speech was made in the 
Main Committee of the Reichstag, the 
proceedings of which are not public. 
Official reports of them are issued subse- 
quently, and unofficial reports usually find. 
their way into the German Press, so that 
in a day or two we shall probably learn 
the substance at least of what Herr 
Michaelis had to say. We may reasonably 
infer some connection between the subject 
of his speech and the military order which 
has just been issued prohibiting the 
passage of newspapers across the Dutch 
frontier except by post, and at the same 
time stepping the despatch of parcels. 
The whole situation in Germany at tlle 
moment is highly mysterious. A cryptic 
message from Zurieh says that, “ accord- 
ing to reports from well-informed German 
sources, public opinion in Berlin and 
South Germany is very uneasy, apprehend- 
ing some startling development before 
many days.” It adds that “ until now the 
Kaiser and the King of Bavaria, by 
directing a majority in the Federal Coun- 
cil, have managed to control the situa- 
tion.” We do not pretend to know what 
to make of this message. We may 
suspect, however, that at the bottom 
of all the mystery are the problem of 
peace terms, and especially the burping 
question of the definition of Germany's 
attitude towards Belgium, which has pro- 
voked a‘very deep, and somewhat com- 
plicated, cleavage of opinion. «*All that has 
emerged out of the struggle as yet is one 
of those formule, capable of a variety of 
interpretations, which the German Govern- 
ment is so adroit in framing for the 
double purpose of beguiling its external 
enemies and its internal critics. 

The Government has supplemented its 
Note to the Vatican with an oral communi- 
cation, made by Baron von Kuhlmann—the 
new Foreign Secretary, an extremely 
clever diplomat--to the Papal Nuncio at 
Munich. This communication outlines 
the conditions under which, as a part of 
the basis of peace, Germany would be 
willing to evacuate Belgium. She would 
contribute a share of the compensation to 
be paid to Belgium for war damages, She 
would evacuate Belgium and restore her 
independence upon three conditions. The 
first of these is that Belgium would be 
“required to give a guarantee that any 
such menace as that which threatened 
Germany in 1914 would in future be ex-

For the 
moment the most remarkable feature of 
the situation is the tefusal, or inability, 
of the Conservatives to recognise their 
defeat. They profess to believe that a 
change of Government is impossible with- 
out danger to the State. They declare 
that their own supporters áid not come 
to the polls, and that the Liberals and 
Socialists voted on minor matters of 
domestic policy, and gave no, thought to 
the possibility of a coup d'état. These 
pretensions are, of course, ridiculous. A 
very clear issue lay before the electors— 
whether the Swedish people were to cun- 
trol their own destinies or to continue to 
be governed by a virtual autocracy—and 
they have made their choice in unmistak- 
able terms. They have voted in favour of 
a democratisation of the Upper House 
and of the whole conduct of national 
affairs. We must not assume, how- 
ever, that, after next January, Sweden's 
“neutrality " will shift markedly from 
the side of Germany to that of the 
Allies. It is quite true that the sym- 
pathies of Liberal and Socialist Sweden 
are with the cause of freedom in this 
war, but the people's chief desire is to 
keep their country out of the war. After 
next January we may see a coalition 
Socialist-Liberal Government in Sweden, 
or a Socialist or Liberal*‘Government sup- 
ported .by the other party of progress. 
The Socialists are a young and untried 
party, and the attitude of the Liberals 
towards them seems to be a little patron- 
ising. M, Branting does not appear to 
resent this patronage. It is not improbable, 
therefore, that, after January, the Liberals 
may take office with a foreign policy of 
strict and genuine neutrality. Much 
will depend, however, on the conduct of 
the Conservative leaders, which, at the 
present moment, seems to be singularly 
rash and thoughtless. They profess to fear 
that the democracy seeks to attach Sweden 
to the Allied cause, and are holding meet- 
ings at which the watchword is, “Rally 
round the King to keep us out of the 
war?” These politicians are doing their 
King a very ill service in trying to use 
him as a bulwark against the legitimate 
progress of democracy. They should re 
member that, until very recently, the 
autocratic. methods of the Court Party 
were supported by a national distrust 
of Russia.

Statues. 


The controversy over the proposed erec- 
tion in London of the statue of Abraham 
Lincoln by the American artist Barnard 
is still acute in the United States. The 
statue—popularly known as “the Tramp 
with the Colic’—has no friends. Mr. 
Robert Lincoln says: “That my father 
should be represented by such a 
work , , . would be a cause of 
sorrow to me personally, the greatness 
of which I will not attempt to describe.” 
The controversy raises the old question, 
“What authorities should be the jury on 
a sculptor’s work?” and perhaps another 
question, “Are there not many forms of 
statuary which demand a new school?” 
From the man in the street's point of 
view many of our modern statues are out 
of date. Ireland is a horse-loving country, 
and most Irishmen are “ knowledgeable” 
judges of a horse, whether in flesh or in 
bronze. Many of them must be puzzled 
by the whimsical make and shape of 
animals which were modelled years ago. 
The accepted stamp was presumably the 
Barbary-Arab. It resembles no living 
horse in these islands to-day. Perhaps, 
some great artist will introduce into 
equestrian statuary the highest accepted 
type of to-day—namely, the thoroughbred. 
Earl Kitchener rode a well-known race- 
horse whith he accepted as a charger. 
The change would achieve a double pur 
pose. It would approach realism without 
any sacrifice of art, and future genera- 
tions would learn the accepted “ best ’’ im 
the way of horses in the twentieth century. 
It is possible that, by natural evolution, 
the type of the thoroughbred may change 
in the course of the next five hundred 
years. With regard to the riders in 
bronze or marble, it is, perhaps, just 
that the susceptibilities of their rela- 
tives and friends shotld be considered. 
The horse, however, should be true to life, 
or, at any rate, to the type of his master's 
period in history.

The inertia of Russia at the present 
time is, of course, prejudicing the opera- 
tions of the Allies on the western front. 
Months ago German troops were removed 
from the eastern front and sent to France, 
and now it is reported from The Hague 
that large bodies of troops Se 
transported from east to west throug 
Germany. In this connection the Wire- 
less Press quotes the United States Secre- 
tary of War as saying that the war of 
attrition is to continue in the west until 
the Army is ready to make a general 
attack. 

It may be, however, that we are on the 
eve of renewed activity on the part of 
Russia. The best news of the day is that 
M. Kerensky has followed the example of 
his Ministerial colleagues and resigned 
his membership of the Soviet. Ever since 
the Revolution that body has been an 
imperium in imperio, useless for any good 
purpose, yet able by its usurped authority 
to paralyse every attempt of the Govern- 
ment proper at military action or ad- 
ministrative reform, By breaking with it 
M. Kerensky has taken the first step 
towards re-establishing Russia as a Great 
Power. 

In the opinion of the Roman news- 
apers a renewal of activity may be looked 
we on the Italian front during the next 
few days. The recent attack had to be 
suspended for tactical reasons. If it is 
resumed it is probable that there will be 
some very heavy fighting, for the Aus- 
trians are fully conscious of their perilous 
Situation, and are busily engaged ‘in pre- 
paring defences of the strongest nature. 
The Italian air service is continually 
active, and causes great exasperation 
among the enemy troops. The machines 
are armed with light guns, and able to do 
considerable execution among the Aus- 
trian troops, spoiling their rest and 
weakening thejr moral,

Later accounts show that the fighting on the 
battle front yesterday afternoon and even- 
ing were exceedingly severe. 

The enemy spared no effort to regain the im- 
portant ground captured by us. 

Botween 4 and 7 p.m. four separate counter- 
attacks were made in great strength against 
our new front from Tower Hamlets to the 
St. Julien-Gravenstafei road. 

The struggle was most severe in the area 
south of Polygon Wood, where’ English, 
Scottish, Welsh, and Australian troops de- 
feated repeated attempts to break into our 
positions. 

The enemy’s attacks were all repulsed after 
fierce fighting, in which the German losses 
from our artillery and infantry fire were 
extremely heavy, 

Later in the evening the fighting gradually 
died down, leaving our troops in possession 
of the ground they ‘had captured during 
the day. :

After all our objectives had been gained yester- 

day, seven powerful hostile counter-attacks 

were made during the afternoon and even- 

ing, all of which were repulsed with heavy 

loss to the enemy. 
The total number of prisoners captured by us 
in yesterday's operations is 1,614, including 
48 officers. Our casaulties are again light. 
the battle front to-day we have improved 
our position slightly. South of Polygon 
Wood there has been considerable artillery 
activity on both sides at intervals through- 
out the day. 

AVIATION. 

On the 26th imstant the weather was misty 
during the morning, and, later in the day, was 
overcast, with a strong west wind. In spite of 
this our aeroplanes were extremely active, in 
co-operation with the artillery and infantry in 
the battle area. 

The enemy’s troops in the fighting line, and 
his reserves in. the rear, were harassed with 
machine gun fire throughout the day. Some 
50,000 rounds were,fired from altitudes of 100 
feet and upwards, and many parties of German 
infantry were dispersed, with casualties. 

Qn one occasion three of the enemy’s guns 
were fired on while in movement. The teams 
of two guns bolted, and the third overturned. 

Strong oppomtion wag encountered from the 
enemy's fighting machines, and a very large 
number of combats took place at low altitudes. 
Heavy casnalties on both sides resulted, owing 
to the difficulty regarding control of damaged 
machines when flying near the ground. 

Wet weather prevented any extensive bomb- 
ing operations during the day, but at night 
over two tons of bombs were dropped on the 
enemy's reserves in the rear of the battle front. 

Seven hostile machines were brought down in 
air fighting, and three were driven down out of 
control. Five other hostile machines were 
brought down by the firewf our infantry. Thir- 
teen of our machines are missing. 


FRENCH OFFICIAL. 

Thursday.—On the Aisne front the Germans 
manifested yesterday evening and in the courss 
of the night a particular activity. After a 
violent bombardment of our positions from 
Vaux as far as Western Cerny, the enemy 
attacked to the south of Cerny, and was 
obliged, under our fire, to regain his lines, 
after having suffered heavy losses. A second 
attack started at daybreak this morning on 
the Caseemates Plateau and the California 
Plateau was likewise repulsed.

Two enemy eurprise attacks, one on the right 
bank of the Meuse, in the region of Beaumont, 
the other in Alsace, in the region of Linge, com- 
pletely failed.

GERMAN OFFICIAL. 

Thursday.—Army Group of Crown Prince 
Rupprecht.—The battle in Flanders yesterday 
raged uninterruptedly from early morning till 
far into the night. It continued till morning 
in minor engagements. The batteries of the 
Fourth Army has again withstood the British. 
agsault. Troops belonging to every German 
province bave a share in the success of the 
day, which breught the enemy even less gain 
of territory than the battle of September 20. 

Drum fire of unprecedented intensity intro- 
duced the attacke. Behind a wall 6f dust and 
emoke, the English infantry broke forward 
between Mangelaares “and Hollebeke, often 
acoompanied by the Tanks. The enemy 
assaults repeatedly on both sides of Lange- 
marck were repulsed every time by our fire, 
and in hand-to-hand fighting. 

From the region to the east of St. Julien to 
the Menin-Ypres road the English succeeded in 
breaking into our defensive zone to a depth 
of one kilometre, where thereupon bitter and 
variable battles took place throughout the day. 
By means of shifting his massed artillery 
effect, the enemy attempted to check the ad- 
vance and interference of our reserves. The 
iron will of our regiments broke through the 
violence of the enemy's fire. The enemy was 
driven back at many pointe. 

In-a fresh assault especially etubborn fighting 
took place at the roads radiating from Zonne- 
hoke towards the west, and in the evening for 
the possession of Gheluvelt. The village re- 
mained in our possession. 

Further south, as far as the Commines- 
Ypres Canal, repeated absaulte of the English 
broke down without results and with heavy 
losses. The enemy has not renewed his atiacks 
up to the present. At least twelve English 
Divisione were employed at the front. They 
have not ehaken the firmness of our defence. 

In other eections of the Flanders front, an 
in Artois, artillery activity imcreased tem- 
porarily only. 

The bombarément of Ostend in the night of 
September 25-26, apart from the damage to 
buildings, demanded eacrifices also from the 
population.

SECRET NOTE TO THE POPE. 


According to reports from well-informed Ger- 
man sources, says a Zurich telegram of Wed- 
nesday’s date, public opinion in Berlin and 
Southern Germany is very uneasy, apprehending 
some startling development before many days. 
Until now, the Kaiser and the King of Bavaria, 
by directing the majority in the Federal Coun- 
cil, have managed to control the situation. 

The Times correspondent at Amsterdam, 
telegraphing yesterday, says:~The Cologne 
Gazette's Berlin correspondent reporis that re- 
markable “rumours are current in Reichstag 
circles. A Crown Council is said to have been 
held, at which Germany’s peace conditions were 
fixed to the smallest details.

A Reuter’s telegram, despatched from Zurich

No definite 
ecision was reached, but Herr von Kuhlmann, 
the Foreign Secretary, is reported to have ex- 
pressed himself as strongly in favour of the re- 
storation of Belgium. 

Reuter’s Agency learns that, by the orders of 
the officer commanding the Seventh German 
Army District, the passage of all German news- 
papers across the Dutch frontier, except by 
post, has been forbidden. Parcels have also 
been stopped. This-order has, doubtless, been 
made in consequence of the attention that has 
been drawn abroad to recent utterances of 
the German Press. 


THE CHANCELLOR’S SPEECH. 


The Imperial Chancellor, says a Berlin telo- 
gram, dated Thursday, speaks in the Main 
Committee of the Reichstag to-day. 

A Geneva telegram, dated Wednesday, says :—

THE SWEDISH ELECTIONS.

A Stockholm telegram dated Wedneeday says: 
The results of the elections in the second Phr- 
liamentary Division of Stockholm are now 
known. Four Socialists, three Conservatives, and 
one Liberal were elected. The Mayor of stock- 
holm, who is known as a “ pacifist,” and is a 
member of the Socialist Left, was not re- 
elected. Among the Liberals who gained seats 
is the well-known lawyer, M. Eliel. The com- 
osition of the new Second Chamber is as fol- 
ows :—Socialists, supporters of M. Branting, 86; 
Socialists of the Left, 12; Liberals, 62; Conser- 
vatives, 58; two new Peasants’ parties, three 
and nine, Total—230. M. Branting’s sup- 
porters gained fourteen seats and the Liberals 
five. The Conservatives lost twenty-eight seats. 

The Germanophile A/ftonbladet, commentin 
on the results, still insista on the necessity o 
keeping the -Conservatives in power, but 
suggests, in view of the present conditions, 
sympathetic treatment of the demand for the 
reform of the franchise. A complete change of 
the Ministry, the paper says, would do the 
country harm, and we cannot r ise the 
claim that the result of the elections will settle 
the fate of the Ministry. The greater part of 
the Conservative party, however, declares that 
the sacrifice of the Minister of Agriculture is 
inevitable. The settlement of the present posi- 
tien presents problems which affect the future, 
and it is necssary to act with caution. It is, 
therefore, ridiculous to interpret the elections 
as a demand te place power in the hands of 
Liberals and Socialists.

THE LORD MAYOR'S 
EVIDENCE. ~ 


At the Mater Misericordi# Hospital, Dublin, 
yesterday, the City Coroner (Dr. I. A. 
Byrne) opened an investigation into the 
cause of death of Thomas Ashe, aged 
about 33 years, who died in the hos 
pital on Tuesday night, a few hours after his 
admission from Mountjoy Prison, where ho was 
undergoing a sentence of twelve moriths’ im- 
prisonment, passed upon him by a courtmartial, 
for having delivered a speech in the County 
Longford. Ashe and other prisoners of his 
class refused to take their food because their 
demand to be treated as prisoners of war, or 
misdemeanants the first class, was not 
granted. 

The large room in which the Coroner held 
his court was filled with persous who came to 
watch the proceedings, or who sympathised 
with the deceased, 

Among those present were-—-The Lord Mayor, 
attended by his private secretary (Mr. John 
Foley, T.C.); Mr. Gerald Horan, Clerk of the 
Crown and Hanaper; Sir Arthur Chance, Sir 
Thomas Myles, Count Plunkett, Alder- | 
man Alfred Byrne, M.P.; Mr. Joseph McGuin- 
ness, r, ', ff.

Mr. T. M. Healy, K.C., M.P., and Mr. J. 
Dixon (instructed by Mr. E. J. Duggan) ap- 
peared for the next-of-kin. 

Sixteen gentlemen answered their names, 
but before they were sworn of the jury, 

Mr. Healy said he would like te know why 
the full number of 23 were not present. lt was 
very easy to see from the panel what the police 
had been at. Was there, he-asked, any means 
of ascertaining how this remarkable com posi- 
tion of the jury had been obtained? (Ap- 
plause. ) 

The Coroner—The usual course is to have 
at least a jury of twelve, and not more than 
twenty-three, I gave the police instructions to 
summon twenty-three householders living in the 
vicinity, and from: those I have eixteen which 
I propose to swear as a jury. 

r, Healy—Sixteen names have been called, 
and of those at least half are Tories. (Ap 
plause in court.) 

The Coroner—I purpose going on with a jury 
of sixteen. 

Mr. Healy—I give you notice that I shall 
have the qualifications of the jury examined 
between this and to-morrow, and if I find that 
the law has not been complied with I shall 
apply to have the proceedings quashed. 

The Coroner—Very well. Would you like to 
have a list of the jurors? 

Mr. Healy—Yes. 

John Ashe, brother of the deceased, identi- 
fled-the body. He said his brother was about 
33 years of. age, and unmarried. 

Mr. Healy said the Government should be 
called upon to prove their victim’s identity, and 
the relatives of the deceasod ought not to be 
put to the torture of it. i 

The Coroner said he was proceeding in the 
usual way. 


LORD MAYOR’S STATEMENT. | 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin was the next wit- 
ness. He said he was there not as a Governor 
of Mountjoy Prison, or as one of the visiting 
justices, but in his capacity se Lord Mayor of 
the city. When it tame to my knowledge, con- 
tinued the Lord Mayor, that there was trouble 
in the prison I considered it my duty to avail 
ayself of the opportunity of investigating the 
cause of the trouble. Sir John Irwin, Chairman 
of the Visiting Justices, who rendered me every 
assistance in the discharge of the duty I had 
undertaken, accompanied me to the prison last 
Saturday about 11.30 a.m.. With the Deputy- 
Governor, Mr. Boland, the head warder, and 
two other warders, we visited many 
of these . men, amongst the number 
being Mr. Ashe. The cell door was 
opened, and apparently lying in the 
corner of the cell was Ashe, on the bare 
boards, no bed, no bedding, or furniture of any 
description in the cell. He told me that not 
alone had they taken those things from the

cell, but that four warders took the boots 
from his feet. I pointed out to Mr. Ashe, | 
whom I had previously known, that I had come i 
to find out from his own lips what odm- | 
ylaints he had to make. He told me that he 
bad no complaints whatever to make against 
any of the officials of the prison; that he had 
gone on hunger strike on the previous Thursday 
as a protest against being designated aa a crimi- 
nal, and being treated as such according to the 
rules and regulations of the prison. He ox- 
plained to me that the principle which he and 
ether prisoners had adopted (in his own —— 
was that they were not criminals, and tha 
they did not care they were 
treated ao long as were not 
treated as criminals. That finished my 
interview with Mr. Ashe. After having 
seon other prisonere, I suggested to Sir John 
Irwin, who was very courteous throughout— 
and the same applies to the Deputy-Governor— 
that I would like to get into communication 
with the authorities at the Cas@e. We went to 
the Castle and saw the Chief Secrefary, who 
sent for Mr; Green, Chairman of the Prisons 
Board. I stated to those two gentlemen what 
I saw in Mountjoy Prison. 1 did not spe-

cially mention the case of Mr. Ashe, but I 
mentioned the case of Mr. McDonagh. I told 
these gentlemen how Wwe found Mr. McDonagh. 
I told them from the conversation I had with 
the prisoners that they did not want any com- | 
pliment frem the Government, but that they 

strongly objected to be designated as criminals. | 
The Chief Secretary seemed sympathetic and | 
anxious to do something. The Chairman of the | 
frisons Board said that these men were handed | 
over to him ae criminals, and that he had 

no alternative but te treat them as such. I 
told these gentlemen, in the hearing of Sir 
John Irwin, that they were shouldering a 
dreadful responsibility, and that if anything 
happened the consequences would rest upon 
their shoulders. I did not see Mr. Ashe on 
Sunday, but I rang up the Governor and in- 
quired how they were, naming McDenagh, whose 
condition I considered the worst. I was told 
they were all very well. On Monday morning 
I again visited the prison, and saw many of 
the prisoners—Mr. Ashe in particular. Sir John 
Irwin, the Deputy-Governor, and twe warders 
went to Ashe's cell. When the door was opened 
I saw the poor fellow standing erect. I com- 
mented on the fact that his bed and bedding 
had been restored to him. He said the bed- 
ding was restored on Saturday evening. “See,” 
said he, pointing to the window of his cell, “I 
had te break three or four panes of glass to give 
me air, fearing I might become exhausted.” I 
asked him how he was, and he said he was well, 
but that they were putting him threugh the re 

volting operation, ea he called it, of forcible 
feeding. And he said that an outside dovtor 
had told him that his throat was somewhat 
delicate, and if they persisted in feeding him 
as they had done that morning he feared the 
end would be fatal. I ressened with him, and 
said that as he had made his protest ind got 
back his bed, he would do well to take his food. 
He said: “No; they have branded me as a 
criminal, and even if I die Iwill die in a“ 
good eause.” (Applause.) He died, and it ts 
for hia country to decide whether he died in a 
good cause or not. 

Cress-examined by Mr, Hanna—On the second 
visit of yours did Ashe cemplain of the prison 
éfficials or their conduct? No. 

Mr. Healy-—-Was he in prison clothes? No. 

To the Coroner—I did not consider him in a 
dangerous condition on the second occasion. He 
showed signs of weakness, as if his strength was 
giving way, as compared with his condition 
on the Saturday before. 


SIR JOHN IRWIN, 

Sir John Irwin etated that on last Thursday 
morning he saw Thomas Ashe in the prison, 
and had a conversation with him. He asked 
him if he could tell him what the trouble was 
about. He replied—‘‘ We claim to be treated as 
age of war, and not as ordinary crimina!s."’ 
le (Sir John) said he did not win con- 
sider him a criminal, but he told him that, 
having regard te the tact that the eourtmartial 
by whom he was tried and sentenced had not 
ordered him to be treated as a first class mie- 
demeanant, there was no class in which he ceuld 
be placed other than the one he was in, Ashe 
replied:—‘‘I am a political prisoner, end.)

Wituess then asked 
bim if he had any complaints to make with 
regard-to the treatment he was receiving from 
the officials. His reply was; “No; they are 
acting as humanely as possible under the eu 
cumstances.’’ About an hour later he was in- 
formed that Ashe had been removed to the 
prison hospital Upon each occasion of his 
visits to Ashe he appeared cheerful, and de- 
termined to continue the protest which he was 
making; but, on no occasion did he complain of 
any treatment at the hands of the officials. 

Mr. Hanna said he had no question to ask. 

Mr, Healy questioned Sir. John as io the 
treatment the suffragettes received in prison. 
The witness said they threatened to go on 
huager strike. He, aa Chairman of the Visiting 
Justices’ Committee, went to the Lord Lieu 
tenant (Lord Aberdeen), with the result that 
they were treated as first-class misdemeanants. 
Some time after that Mr. Sheehy-Skeffington 
and Mr. Connolly were prisoners at Mountjoy. 
Connolly was released after some days. 
Skefiincton was not forcibly fed. Two, dis- 
tinguished medical practitioners—a lady doctor 
and Sir Thomas Myles—-were called in by the 
prison authorities to consider the question of 
forcible feeding of the suffragettes. The prison 
medical officer then, as now, was Dr. Dowdall. 

Was the Visiting Justices’ Committee con- 
sulted with recard to the feeding of the 
enfiragettas? No; but I, as Chairman of the 
Committee, intervened. 

Mr. Healy—-Quite right. 

Did you intervene in the case of the two 
mals prisoners? I certainly intervened in the 
time of Mr. Sheehy-Skeffingeton. 

Was your intervention in both cases in the 
nature of an objection, and to prevent forcible 
feeding? That was the object we had in view. 

You told Mr. Ashe that forcilile feeding 
might have a serious effect upon his health? 
Yes. I believed that. 

Was it from experience of such treatment that 
you arrived at that belief? I have seen it in 
prisona and in asylume. 

Is the Mountjoy procedure through the nose 
er through the mouth? Through the mouth, as 
a rule. , 

Do you know if Ashe was practised on through 
the mouth or through the nose? Judging from 
the conversation I had with him, I believe it 
was through the mouth. 

Was he gagred? That I cannot say, because 
I was not in the prison during the operation. 

Was he fettered? The rule is that if a pri- 
soner resists he is strapped to a chair. I can- 
not say if that was done in this case. 

Mr. Healy—We will get that when the prison 
authorities exhibit their usual candour. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Can you tell me what grison rule entitles you 
to take from a prisoner his ots, his bed- 
clothing, and compel him to spend two days 
and two nights in this debilitated condition be- 
fore he is forcibly fed? That is a question you 
had better ask the Governor. We (the Visiting 
Justices) have nothing to do with that matter. 
We can only consider complaints made by pri- 
soners. 

Mr. Healy—You thonght the prisoner was 
being subjected to dangerous treatment ? The 
Lord Mayor and I agreed that these men, being 
twe days and nights on the bare floor, in their 
own clothes, it was dangerous to their health. 

Mr. Healy—The Lord Mayor and yon put the 
case before Mr. Duka, and he gave it a s«ym- 
pathetic roception—that was quite in accerd- 
ance with what I know of him. (lauchter.) Y 
em not speaking ironically; am “speaking 
coriousiv. Was he alone when you first saw 
Lim?

And you say that he seemed disnosed to make 
some concession to the prisoners?

Because Sir Bryan Mahon is a Lord Justice 
for the Government of Ireland im the absence 
ef the Lord Lientenant, and I went to see if 
anything could be done on behalf of this un- 
fortunate man. 

What was the result of the interview? I 
found Sir Bryan Mahon also sympathetic, and 
sorry for the condition of things that existed. 

You foúmd two sympathetic persons, but you 
emitted Mr, Max Green? It was Mr. Duke 
we wore interviewing, and not Mr. Green. 

Did anybody but Mr. Max Green, the head 
of the Prisons Board, refer to forcible feeding P 
I do nog remember. The Lord Mayor aad I 
pointed out to Mr, Duke that it might have 
serious results, and the Lord Mayor was very 
emphatic in eaying that if the lives of any of 
those men were sacrificed the responsibility 
would rest on the Chief Secretary. 


PROFESSOR McWEENEY'S EVIDENCE. 

Professor McWeeney said that by the 
Coroner's instructions he had that day ex- 
amined the body of Ashe, in Lhe presence of a 
number of doctors. He found the body mus- 
cular, well-developed, and without emaciation. 
He found a great number of scratches on his 
jaw and chin, as well as @ number of excoria- 
tions. There were some on the neck also. He 
considered death to have been due partly to 
syncope, owing to failure of a weak and 
slightly dilated heart, and partly to the in- 
tense passive congestion of both lungs. 

In answer to Mr. Healy, the Professor said 
Mr, Asho was & man of excellent physique, but 
fat, ' 

You would expect congestion of the hings 
frem forcible feeding? 1 think eo, though I 
have no experience on the point. 

With the heart in the condition you found 
it, how long would you give the person to live? 
I consider that a man with that type of heart 
would be very apt to succumb te any sudden 
shock, or to any prolenged physical struggle 
which he might have to go through, I am 
not sure that by auscultation the condition of 
this man’s heart could be. detected. 

In reply to the Coroner, the witness said the 
strapping down and the forcible feeding ef a 
man with a heart such as he had deseribed 
might possibly bring about a collapse and a 
fata] attack of syncope. 

OTHER MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. McKenne, house surgeon at the Mater 
Hospital, said that Ashe was conscious, but in 
a state of collapse, when he was admitted to 
the hospital at 5.10 on Tuesday evening. He 
complained of thirst, was breathing with difii- 
eulty, and the section of his heart was very 
week. He said he bad got a fit of coug 
that day after having been forcibly fed, an 
that he collapsed. He also said that for two 
nights last week he had slep{ on the floor of

IRISH CONVENTION. 


CONCLUSION OF CORK 
VISIT. 


A VOTE OF THANKS. 
[OFFICIAL REPORT.) 


The following official report of the Irish 
Convention was issued yesterday afternoon:— 

The twenty-second meeting of the Irish Con- 
vention was held on Thursday, September 27th, 
in the Crawford Technical Institute, Cork. 
The Chairman, Sir Horace Plunkett, took the 
chair at 10.30 o'clock.

to Lord Midleton, for the hospitality extended 
towards the Convention at luncheon on Thurs- 
day, 27th Instant; to the directors of the 
Muster and Leinster Bank, and to the Associ- 
ated Banks, for their entertainment on Tues- 
day afternoon, 25th instant; to Mr. A. A. 
MacMulien, for his entertainment in the Royal 
Cork Yaoht Club on Wednesday, 26th instant; 
to Sir William Goulding and the directors of 
the Great Southern and Western Railway for 
providing special trains from Dublin to Cork 
and from Cork te Dublin, and for entertaining 
the Convention during the journey; to the 
Chairman and Committee, principal, and staff 
of the Crawford Technical Institute for placing 
these premises at the disposal of the Conven- 
tion, and for the perfect arrangement made for 
their reception; to the various clubs and insti- 
tutions in the city which conferred upon the 
members of the Convention the privilege of 
memborship; to the numerous persons who 
placed their moter cars at the disposal of the 
Conventions: and, above all, to the Reception 
Committes,. especially the Hon, Secretaries, 
Mr. Horgah and Dr. Winder, for their perfect 
organisation and great kindness.’’ 

This motion was spoken to by Mr. C. P. 
O'Neill, Chairman of the Dublin County Coun- 
cil; Aldermen McCarron, Mr. J. E. Redmond, 
M.P., and Mr. H. T. Barrie, M.P., and was 
carried by acclamation. 

The Lord Mayor of Cork returned thanks, and 
Viscount Midieten entertained the Convention 
at juncheen in the Imperial Hotel, and subse- 
quently the members left Cork by special train. 


A FAST JOURNEY. 


The visit of the members of the Irish Con- 
vention to Cork eame to a close yesterday. 
The friendly manifestations on the part of 
citizens which were generally displayed during 
the visit were continued to the end, and hopes 
of a settlement were expressed on all sides. 
The only jarring note was struck by a group of 
Sinn Feiners, who noisily vented their feelmgs 
towards Mr. Redmond and Mr. Devlin as they 
left tho Convention Hall. The Nationalist 
leadere were, however, heartily cheered by 
nnmerona admirers. Ae they entered their 
motor car it looked as if the rival groups 
would come into collision, but the police 
epportunely intervened. Having been the guests 
of Lord Midleten at lunchoon in the Imperial 
Totel, most of the delegates left by special 
train for Dublin. Their departure was wit- 
nessed by many spectators, who gave them a 
cordjal send-off, Mr. Devlin being accorded a 
special demonstration. Mr. Redmond left the 
city by motor car. Tho railway jeurney, which 
was made in splendid time, revealed the high 
efficiency of the system. The arrangements 
were im the experienced hands of Mr. Smith, 
Superintendent of the Line, who accompanied 
the party. The train left Cork at 3 o'clock, 
and Dublin was reached at 5.55 p.m., 
Northern delegates being enabled to catch the 
evening train to Belfast. The run of 165 miles 
was thus made in what is prebably the 
“record” time of 175 minntes. The services 
of the engine-driver and fireman were suitably 
recognised by the party.
